Russo, who has been active . 
in Republican politics and is ; 
a baseball fan, testified before 
1 a three-judge Criminal Dis- 
trict Court panel consisting of 
Bernard J. Bagert, Matthew 
S. Braniff and Malcolm V. 
O’Hara. 

YESTERDAY’S OPENING 
of the hearing was the first 
major showdown in the case 
which has drawn worldwide 
attention since the States-Item 
revealed that the probe was 
under way on Feb. 17. 

Russo told the court that 
•somewhere around the mid- 
dle of September. 1963,” he 
went to Ferrie’s apartment at 
3330 Louisiana ave. pkwy. 
“where there seemed to be 
some sort of party in prog- 
ress.” 

He said there were 10 peo- 
ple in the apartment when he 
first arrived, but as the night 
wore on the number was re- 
duced *.o fcMT— ■ himself, Fer- 
ric.
